Howard and Edwin Have 
Been Competing With 
George's Railway. 


$1,500,000 IN  ~DEAL 


This Sum Will Enable Louis- 
ville & Nashville to Get. 
Voting Control. 


A deal by which the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad, a 
Morgan road, is to obtain con- 
trol and practical ownership of 


the Cotton Belt route, which has 
been pending for 90 days and is 
expected to be consummated 
within the next. thirty days, has 
become known to railroad and 
financial interests in St. Louis. 

Differences between Edwin 


brother, George, regarding the 
management of railroad proper- 
ties owned by each is declared 
by a raflroad official high in the 
Gould service a& the reason Ed- 
win Gould desires to get rid of 


the Cotton Belt. 

This official points to the fact that 
the Iron Mountain, controlled by George 
Gould, and the Cotton Belt, controlled by 
Edwin and Howard Gould, compete and 
conflict at many points in the South 
and Southwest. 


Cetton Belt Prosperous. 

This situation, according to this offi- 
cial, has been an unpleasant one for 
the Gould family for several years. Un- 
til recently the Cotton Eelt was a road 
of minor importance which depended 
on the Iron Mountain, the George Gould 
property, for terminals in St. Louis 
and tn many other cities, and for some 
equipment. Recently, however, the 
progress of the South and good crops 
along the Cotton Belt have increased 
its earnings greatly, until it is now in 
@ prosperous condition. 

The recent purchase by Edwin Gould 
of the Charter Oak tract on Florida 
street’ for $1,500,000 is pointed out as 
one of the first indications of his de- 
sire to cut loose from dependence on 
the other Gould properties. 

Under the terms of the deal now 
pending, the Louisville & Nashville, in 
copjunction with the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis Railroad, which is 
controlled by the Louisville & Nash- 
ville, will acquire control of the Cotton

“ANOTHER TRIAL 


Condemned Physician Con- 
victed of Having Poisoned 
Col. T. H. Swope.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 29.—Dr. B. 


C. Hyde, convicted on May 16 last of 
poisoning Col. Thomas H. Swope, the 
millionaire philanthropist, was denied a 
new trial by Judge Ralph 8S. Latshaw 
in the Criminal Court here this morning. 

The prisoner's attorney immediately 


filed a motion for an arrest of judg- 
ment and the judge set Tuesday next 
as the time for arguing the point. 
When this motion is disposed of next 
week, the matte: of appeal to the 
Supremo Court anc a moticn ty re- 
lease Dr, Hyde on bond will be taken 
up. 

Mrs. Hyde sat beside her husband 
during the reading of Judge Lat- 
shaw’s decision this morning. Neither 
appeared disturbed by the courts re- 
fusal to grant a new trial. Hyde 
smiled back at his wife as he was re- 


turned to his cell. 
In regard to the charge of the defense 


that he had prejudiced the jury against 
the defendant by revoking the prison- 
er’s bond and sending him to jafl while 
the trial was in progress, Judge Lat- 
shaw said 10 of the jurors had made 
affidavits that they did not know Dr. 
Hyde had been sent to jal] until after 
the trial was finished and that the jury's 
verdict was not influenced by the 
Court’s action. 

Charge Not Sustained. 
Judge Latshaw said he exercised the 
greatest care to keep from the jury the 
fact that the defendant was in jail and 
that the charge that the jury was preju- 
diced on this account was not well 
taken. 
He said his action in admitting evi- 
dence to crimes charged in other indict- 
ments against Dr. Hyde other than the 
one on which he was tried wag lega 
and supported by numeroug decisions. 
He said that when a series of offenses 
tended to prove @ genera! motive, ev?- 
dence relating to all of them was ad- 
missable in a trial where only one spe- 
cific charge was made.

BABY IS LEFT IN 
PATCH OF WEEDS 
BY AUTO PARTY" 


Infant, Four Days Old, 
Found at King’s Highway 
and Labadie Avenue.

A pretty blue-eyed girl baby, 


Labadie avenue and King’s highway, 
late Tuesday night, by Louis H. Fadem 
of 4962 Labadie avenue. 

The child is believed to have been 
hidden in the. weeds ‘by persons in an 
automobile. People in the neighborhood 
saw the automobile stop earlier in the 
evening at a point in the street oppo- 
site where the baby was found. The 
people in the automobile, according to 
Fadem, scanned the neighborhood care- 
fully, and seemed to be nervous. 

As Fadem was passing on the side- 
walk at 10 p. m., he heard a noise in 
the weeds. He struck a match and 
went into the weeds in the direction 
from which the sound had come. Pres- 
ently he came upon the thinly clad 
baby, which had only strength enough 
to cry feebly. 

Fadem carried the baby home. His 
own dozen youngsters gathered around 
the littie girl and ut once began plan- 
ning to keep it. Fadem decided, how- 
ever, that his family was already large 
enough. He called a policeman. and the 
baby was sent to St. Ann’s Orphan Asy- 
lum. 

Fadem and his wife have 14 children, 
two of whom are away from home. 
Mrs. Fadem has mourned because she 
did not have more than 4, as her 
mother had more. Mrs. Fadem wanted 
at least to equal the family record. 

Woman in-Auto Was Nervous. 

“When the automobile stopped near 
the corner, Mrs. Fadem observed in 
it a woman in black, who seemed to be 
nervous,” said Fadem to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “She and her companions 
seemed to be waiting at the corner 
for Mrs. Fadem to go into the house. 

“I think as soon as she did, someone 
stepped out of the automobile and 
dropped the baby In the weeds. The 
child surely would have starved or died 
from exposure if I had not heard its 
cry as I was passing. It is a beautiful 
baby, but is very thin, and could not 
have lived a day in the sun. 

“Our neighbor, Mrs. Henry of #64 
Labadie avenue, took care of the baby 
until an ambulance came. 

“There is a tennis court at the 
corner, with a fringe of weeds around 
it. The baby was hidden in this

He was acquitted Tuesday in Judge

after midnight, and was booked as a 
police prisoner.

Charles E. Bauer, superintendent of 
the City Hospital, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday «that he 
had not been able to find out why 
O’Brien was held 24 hours after an 
order for his release was presented 
at the hospital. 

“The records do not show,’’ he said, 
“at what hour the order arrived. It 
may have been late in the afternoon or 
at night. I don’t know why he wasn’t 
released.”’ 

Mulvihill says that in addition to ap- 
pealing to the Hospital Board he will 
prefer charges against the policemen 
who arrested O’Brien and attempted to 
convict him in Police Court. 

Mayor Favors Suppression. 

Mayor Kreismann says Dr. Morfit’s 
rule has his approval and that he will 
vote, at the board’s meeting Wednes- 
day, to continue its enforcément. 

“I don’t care to get into any contro- 
versy with the newspapers,” said Mayor 
Kreismann, “but Dr. Morfit’s regulation 
appears to me to be proper. It is made 
in the interest of th@ patients. It is 
designed to protect them from the pub- 
lication of anything to which they, 
their relatives or their friends might 
reasonably object.

Public Should K.nvw., 

“My opinion is that the hospitals are 
public institutions and that a knowl- 
edge of their management should be 
given to the people. Reporters ought 
to act with propriety in.the hospital, of 
course. [I shall be willing to let them 
have all the news that doesn’t injure 
the patients or interfere with the phy- 
sicians in the discharge of their duties. 
In cases where the questioning of the 
sick or injured might prove detrimental] 
to their well-being, it would be im- 
proper and inhumane to permit it, even 
if a reporter would wish to get an ar- 
ticle. under such circumstances—as I 
believe he would not. 

“We'll thresh the subject out at our 
meeting Wednesday and I feel that 
the board will give the press reasonable 
access to the patients and the records 
of the hospital.” 

Dr. J. B. Shapleigh declined to make 
known his attitude, which he said he 
would outline at the meeting. 

Sees No Harm in Publicity. 

“There have been rules at the hos- 
pital before now and I suppose they 
have been obeyed without hardship to 
any one,” he said, 

Dr. W, John Harris, Mayor Kreis- 
mann’s private physician, said he had 
visited the hospital frequently, bur 
had not learned that the presence of 
reporters had done any harm.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Decisions 
were handed down today in the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, country- 
wide in importance. They affect freight 
rates—both class and commodity—on 
all trans-contihental lines operating be- 
tween the Atlantic and. Pacific Oceans. 
Extensive reductions were ordered. 

The decisions are in what popularly 
are known as the Pacific Coast cases. 
The cases were heard last autumn by 
the commission on its six-weeks’ trip 
to the Pacific Coast and intermountain 
territory and have been under eonsidera- 
tion ever since. The commission realiz- 
ed the immense importance of the cases,

In every instance reductions in the 
rates complained of were made, and in 
some instances they amounted to nearly 
60 per cent. The commission found, 
through its inquiry, a remarkable rate 
situation existing on the Pacific Coast, 
and even a more remarkable one in the 


bly true of the rates to and from Spo- 
kane, Wash., and Reno, Ney. 
"The Spokane rate case had been be- 
fore the commission in one form or 
another for several years. The ship- 
pers of that city complained insistently 
of the rates charged on freight classes 
and commodities, from Western points 
of origin, because they ,were required to 
pay the Pacific Coast terminal rates, 
plus the local rates back to Spokane 
from those terminals, although the 
freight was discharged at Spokane by 
the railroads on the Western trip. 
Excessive “Backhaul” Charges. 
Subsequently, the same state of facts 
existed at Reno and other Nevada 
points, which had to pay the rates to 
San Francisco and the back haul local 
rates from San Francisco or Sacra- 
mento to the point of ultimate desti- 
nation. These local rates in most in- 
stances amounted to two-fifths or more 
of the entire rate from Eastern pointa 
of origin to Pacific Coast terminal. 


cases of the rates of the Eastern lines 
between Atlantic points and Mississippi 
River transfers and all of the reduc- 
tions ordered by the commission affect- 
ed the rates from Mississippi River and 
Missouri River transfer points to Pa- 
cific Coast terminals and intermountain 
territorial points. 
History of the Case. 

In fixing the rates to Spokane the 
commission did not use the rates to 
Seattle as a standard, but adjusted the 
rates to Spokane upon what it consider- 
ed to'be a reasonable basis taking into 
account that water competition at 
Spokane was not material. Then the 
commission held as follows: 

“Joint through rates, both class and 
commodity, should be established from 
defined territories east of Chicago to 
Spokane. 

“Where joint through rates do not 
now exist from points east of Chicago 
upon certain lines to Spokane, the com- 
mission finds there is no reasonable and 
satisfactory through rate and that such 
through routes and joint rates ought 
to be established. 

“Both class and commodity rates 
should be slightly lower from Missis- 
sippi River points to Spokane than from 
Chicago.”’ 

Seattle Rates Not Used. 

In order to proceed with caution, the 
commission determined,. before making 
a final order, to ascertain by an actual 
test the result of the present and the 
proposed new rates. The carriers will 
be required, therefore, for July, August 
and September to keep a detailed ac- 
count showing the revenues which ac- 
crue upon business actuaiiy handled un- 
der present rates, an@ the revenues 
which would have accrued had the rates 
prescribed. by the commission been in 
effect. 

In Nevada and Arizona a heavy re- 
duction in class rates is ordered, some 
of the reductions being as high as 
831-3 per cent. The commission finds 
that the existing rates are ‘‘practically 
without precedent or parallel’ through- 
aut the United States. The average 
rate per ton per mile on all 10 classes 
from Sacramento to Reno is 9.16 centa, 
an unprecedented figure. 

The class rates between Sacramen‘o 
and Reno are reduced approximately 30 
per cent, the rate on first-class freight 
being lowered from $1.29 per hundred 
pounds to % cents. Similar reductions 
in the class rates are made from Sac- 
ramento to other points in Nevada and 
Utah. 

Will Make Comparison. 

In the case of the Railroad Commis- 
sion of Nevada against the Southern 
Pacific Co. and other carriers, the com- 
mission condemns the existing west- 
bound class tates from Eastern points 
to Nevada. In this citation the commis- 
sion declares these rates to be the 
“highest main line rates found in the 
United States.”

Elum 
recognized the priest and asked 
Father. De Bruycker to shrive him. 
Soon a Putnam priest arrived with 
sacred oils. After the religious rites, 
Elum’s heart action became stronger 
and he was taken a few hours later 
to his home in Boston. 


Red Fox Returns to Steal 
Chickens After 31 Years. 


INEZ, Ky., June 2.—While guardirrs, 
his chicken coop from night-prowling 
marauders here early thi orning, Wil- 
liam Stone, a prominent farmer, shot 
and killed a fox. Upon examination 
Stone ascertained that the fox was for- 
merly a pet of the Stone family, but 
had disappeared 31 years ago.

Secretary Bird Takes Cobra’s 
Life in the New York Zoo 


NEW. YORK, June 29.—One of the two 
secretary birds in the Bronx zoo, said to 
be the first of their species In captivity, 
gave an exhibition of snake-killing yes- 
terday that made 300 spectators gasp. 
With amazing quickness it killed an 8- 
foot cobra. As the secretary bird in its 
native Africa makes a specialty of rid- 
ding the land of the most venomous 
snakes, the feat was no surprise to Cu- 
rator Ditmars. % 

The exhibition, which was given by 
the curator to test the bird’s_ skill, 
proved that it had forgotten none of 
its fighting tactics in dealing with Its 
ancient foe. 

The two secretaries arrived only last 
Saturday, and most of the visitors haa 
never seen one of the species until the 
curator placed one of them in a cage 
where the cobra was curled up. Despite 
Mr. Ditmar’s announcement, everyone 
expected to see the bird killed. Standing 
alertly on one of its long legs, its long 
bill slightly open and the four quills 
that give it its name bristling from .the 
back of its head, the bird waited for the 
attack. The moment the snake made a 
move the bird made a quicker one, and 
the serpent had a gash in its neck. A 
few minutes more and the cobra was 
stretched dead on the floor.

MUST NOT PLAY 
ni) OWN PIANO 


Excise Commissioner Caulfield issued 
an order Wednesday forbidding the 
playing of automatic pianos in saloons 
after 10 p. m. 

He also issued an order forbidding any 
Saloon keeper from starting the auto- 
matic pianos himseif, or permitting his 
wife, empioyes or other persons working 
under his direction, starting the ma- 
chines. 

The Excise Commissioner asked Chief 
of Police Young for a list of the sa- 
loons that have automatic pianos. Sa- 
loon keepers having them will be noti- 
fied at once to obey the order. 

“IT have received many complaints 
against the automatic pianos during the 
last few weeks of hot weather,” said 
Caulfield. “One man who made com- 
plaint stated that if a grand opera 
singer stood at his window and sang 
as. persistently as the automatic plano 
played ne would be compelled to ob- 
ject. 

“He said he could not sleep for 
the noise of the pinao. He declared 


the tunes played by the: machines 
were not melodious. 

“The Court of Appeals decision, per- 
mitting saloonkeeeprs to have the 
automatic pianos in their dramshops, 
forbids the owner or any of his em- 
ployes from starting them. A cus- 
tomer may drop a nickel in the slot 
to start them if he chooses, but he 
must not do so at the request or di- 
rection of the saloon-Keeper. 

“The license of any saloonkeeper 
violating the orders I have issued will 
be revoked.”

Girls of all ages and boys under 10 are 
kept in the female insane department and the 
older boys are housed in other parts of the Poor 
House. None receive proper care or instruction. 
Many of these children have sufficient capacity 
to learn the educational rudiments and useful 
accomplishments, Both girls and boys could be 
taught to make simple but valuable articles and 
thus enabled to support themselves, or at least 
contribute to their support. But they are per- 
mitted to grow up without instruction and are 
doomed to remain pitiable, helpless objects of 
charity, undeveloped mentally and bodily. The 
policy is not only inhuman, but wasteful.

COMPUTING SCALES AND TRADING STAMPS 


Computing scales that weigh honestly but com- 
pute falsely is another discovery by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. It is supplemented by the con- 
fessions of several grocers that trading stamps 
have forced them to recoup losses by giving short 
weights. “I was an honest grocer before I was 
compelled to give trading stamps,” writes one. 

This is a coward’s answer. Trading stamps 
may account for dishonesty; they do not excuse 
it. They are a trade evil, of course. They have 
been abolished by law in some cases, and by 
defensive action of combined tradesmen in others. 
They can be driven out of existence whenever 
But the computing scale that 
computes falsely is a device as abhorrent to law 
as a thimblerigger’s outfit.

The Laclede Gas Light Co.’s decision to reduce 
the price of illuminating gas 20 cents ag a 
preliminary step to the introduction of natural 
gas is a substantial gain for St. Louis. That the 
reduction plan is voluntary is creditable to the 
management and shows a marked advance in the 
spirit and methods of public utility corporations. 
Doubtless, the improved spirit of the Laclede 
management is due in large measure to~lotal 
ownership, which makes it more syntpathetic with 
the needs and demands of the public. 

The natural gas agitation, however, is a potent 
factor in improving the St. Louls situation. The 
possibility of competition is stimulating and has 
at least had the effect of forcing the Laclede into 
the natura] gas field and thus making a reduc- 
tion of price a certainty. Whether natural gas 
shall meet expectations or not, we are now prac- 
tically ‘sure of a substantial reduction in artificial 
gas, A permanent benefit has been accomplished. 

Competition in public utilities is advantageous 
only where monopoly is oppressive and the price 
cannot be regulated otherwise. It is an expensive 
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think it would be better for all concerned. There 
was a time (and I have no doubt there are 
a few instances yet) when a man stayed at one 
job he was advanced, but not now, as the bonus 
man don’t want to advance anyone, for the reason 
it would cut into his bonus. There are lots of 
goed, honest, square employers of labor in the 
city of St. Loults who do not know the condition 
of the men under them (or the value of them). I 
myself have been in the employ of one house for 
a number of years (seven) and the position I hold 
shows for itself that I am capable, and under any 
other system would get more pay than I am get- 
ting, but I have no chance. I have asked the 
foreman for an advance, and he told me the boss 
(employer) would not stand for it. Now, what I 
want to convey to the boss (employer of labor) is 
to get rid of the bonus man, as he is doing more 
herm and causing more trouble than the employer 
has any fea of. Let the employer try Mr. Bonus 
at so much a month and see the result. I knew 
of one instance where Mr. Bonus Man would skin 
his own mother to increase his bonus. Now, 
Pr. Employer, take this to heart. Remember 
you are the one that can help many; don’t let 
Mr Bonus (foreman) help one at their expense. 

I have no doubt that some who read this will 
say, Why don’t you go see the boss? I have 
tried, but there are too many obstacles in the 
way. 

The employer of today has very little idea who 
is working for him, as the timekeeper, cashier and 
Mr. Bonus do their best to keep his mind easy 
én the subject. As for the unions, they have 
helped to keep us where we are; in fact, they are 
the Teddy Roosevelt (Big Stick) that keeps Mr. 
Bonus from cutting our pay, for he is afraid to- 
day that tomorrow we may get a chamce to cut

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said. “We give our customers a great 
APY s0commodations, and they get 


in the big stores, where they are not 
personally known. 

“We do a vast amount of direct char- 
ity work every year. -When the poor 
man and poor woman come to us with 
tears in their eyes and tell us the story 
of their struggles and their hunger, we 
don’t turn them away. We give them 
food. And every dollar that we give 
to people of that kind is charity that 
does good. There is no 70 per cent of 
it wasted for expenses of a charitable 
organization. 

“The Post-Dispatch, in its short-weight 
articles, called attention to the fact 
that we charge for wood trays in which 
goods_are put up. We do not charge 
for wrapping paper, twine; baskets, bot- 
tles and many other things the customer 
gets for nothing. I am sure if we had 
the figures on the subject it would be 
shown that-—we are entitled to charge 
70 cents a pound for our trays. The gro- 
cerymen work 16 or 17 hours a day, and 
make little more than the average wage 
of a day laborer. We are having to 
fight hard battles, and we want a 
square deal.” 

Padberg praised the work of Inspect- 
or of Weights and Measures Peter An- 
derson.. He said public officials who 
were doing their duty were entitled to 
the support of business organizations. 
He said that Anderson was doing the 
work of his office Well, and that the 
grocers never knew when to expect a 
visit from one of his inspectors. 

Frank L. Pfeiffer said he had made 
a short-weight investigation of his own. 

“I got an old man to go out to dif- 
ferent stores and make small pur- 
chases,”” he said. “He bought ll arti- 
cles. Ten of those were overweight. 
He got 7% ounces of bacon for 10 cents. 
I don’t know how the grocer could af- 
ford to sell it at that price, for I pay 
22% cents a pound wholesale for my 
bacon. 

Oleo for Butter. 

*T told him.to buy 10 cents’ worth of 
butter, but he brought back oleomar- 
garine. He said he called for butter, 
but the merchant sold him oleomarga- 
rine. 

“T think 80 per cent of the grocers 
would be tickled to death to get out 
of the business. Everything seems. to 
be against us. Here we are having 


current, and then guarantee the com- 
pany an income on its investment for a 
whole year. The city is making elec- 
tricity for 1% cents a kilowatt hour. 

‘TY think the price of: electricity is too 
high. Then the bankruptcy laws are 
so stringent that when one of us fails 
they want to put us on the streets with- 
out any clothes.” 

Other grocers spoke of the hardships 
of the business, declaring that profits 
were small, the hours long, and the 
losses from dead beats very large. 

The Grocers’ Association has been 
waging a war on the trading stamp 
business for several years. The gro- 
cers say they are now forced to give 
trading stamps, but they would like to 
find some way to stop the practice. 

Congressman Patrick F. Gil, who 
grew up in the grocery business, made 
a report to the association of his efforts 
in behalf of bills in which the grocers 
were interested. 

Wants Grocers as Congressmen, 

Gill declared the country would be 
better off if more retail grocers and 
fewer lawyers were in Congress. He 
said the lawyers in Congress did 
little but talk to kill time, while the 
business men went directly to work 
to accomplish results... He said 75 
per cent of the congressmen are 
lawyers. 

He told about his efforts to have 
the oleomargarine bill repealed. This 
law imposed a tax of 10 cents a 
pound on colored oleomargarine. 

‘Not 2% per cent of the colored 
oleo sold pays this tax,” said Gill. 
“We know how the law is defeated. 
A dealer buys three tubs of colored 
oleomargarine on which the tax has 
been paid, and 15 tubs of white oleo- 
margarine. He sells from one of 
the tubs of colored oleo until it is 
empty.. Then white oleo is trans- 
ferred to it and colored. The present 
oleo law is a standing invitation to 
men to become crooks and it ought 
to be repealed. 

“But I am told that the Dairymen’s 
Association of Minnesota doesn't 
want the law repealed, and as the 
chairman of the Committee on Agri- 
culture is working under the dicta- 
tion of James A. Tawney of Minne- 
sota, who represents the dairymen, 
there was no chance to get action 
on the repeal bill.” 

Gill Works With Bartholdt. 

Gill urged the grocerymen to write to 
their Congressmen about things they 
wanted done in Washington. He said 
that he and Congressman Bartholdt had 
worked together on business matters, 
regardless of politics, to try tp help the 
people of St. Leouls who wanted legis- 
lation. . ‘ 

The association voted to approve the 
bill, pending in the Municipal Assem- 
ly, providing for the screening of fruit 
‘ stores and in wagons on the streets. 
It decided to make no rec endations 
in the matter of leasing Biddle Market 
to Edward Cornet. No action’ was taken 
either on the report that three depart- 
ment stores are about to put in grocery 


departments.

Court, Denying Decree, De- 
clares Mrs. Buol Was In- 
fatuated With Laubach. 








That discretion must be exercised 
even in the payment of church dues, 
was the lesson brought out in the trial 
of the divorce suit of Mrs. Clara Buol, 
to whom a decree was denied by Cir- 
cuit Judge Shields.

ONE MAN CAUGHT 


Messenger Declares Smug- 
gler Was Near by and 
Saw the Arrest. 








In arresting John Donihoo after he 
had delivered 24 cans of “hasheesh,” 
opium in smoking form, at a Chinese 
resort in South Eighth street Tuesday 
night, secret service operatives and city 
detectives unwittingly permitted the man 
they were after, the opium smuggler, 
to escape. That is the story Donithoo 
related to Night Chief of Police Gil- 
laspy. 

For the past six months opium has 
been smuggled at frequent intervals into 
this country by way of the Texas bor- 
der. A gang of railroad employes was 
suspected and the secret service men 
have been on a trail leading to St. 
Louls and Chicago. 

Recently they obtained information 
that a large quantity of the contraband 
 @rug was being: received at the Chi- 
nese house on South Highth street, and 
Tuesday night three operatives for the 
Government and two city detectives 
were in waiting when Donihoo made a 
delivery.

He 
formerly lived at 2217 Adams street, and 
worked for the Missouri Pacific as a 
switchman. 

“I quit my job several months ago 
and went to San Antonio, Texas, in- 
tending to make that place my home,” 
said Donithoo to Gillaspy. “‘I met several 
railroad men down there and they 
told me how I could make good money 
by helping them to sneak opium into 
St. Louis. They had been selling a lot 
of the stuff in Chicago, they said, and 
they believed St. Louis offered a good 
market. They were making a profit 
of $10 on every can they sold, they told 
me. 

“I didn’t like the scheme and re- 
fused to go into it. I couldn't find a 
job in San Antonio and June % I re- 
turned to St. Louls. 

“I took a room in a hotel at Sixteenth 
and Chestnut streets. Several days ago 
one of the fellows who had proposed 
the smuggling job to me in San An- 
tonio called on me at the “hotel and 
asked me to deliver a load of opium 
for him at the-house where I was later 
arrested. I agreed to do it. 

“He met me at Eighth and Olive 
streets Tuesday night and gave me the 
cans. He told me where to take them 
and he followed me. That shows he 
had no faith in me. He was watching 
me when the officers took me. When I 
reached the house a Chinese asked me 
if I was the man with the opium. When 
I told him I was he asked me to sit 
down in the hallway until the boss re- 
turned,” 

Last Saturday the Secret Service men 
received a tip that a man named Doni- 
hoo was to receive some opium in St. 
Louls. They went to the hotel at Six- 
teenth and Chestnut streets, but got 
hold ef the wrong man. He spelled his 
name “Donahue” and & search of his 
effects failea to reveal any evidence.

Dickerson 
of Nevada, who has delayed his re- 
turn to the State capital in order to 
watch the white champion work out. 
Just how many rounds Jeffries would 
go, or who of his sparring partners he 
would train his guns on, was not 
given out, but positive assurances 
were made by Jim Corbett that his 
unruly charge would box between 
4 and 5 o’clock this afternoon. 

The champion’s

For two days the assembled host 


of fight followers have known noth- 
ing but disappointment because of 
Jeffries’ getermination not to work 
out before them. His first boxing 
bout on Monday came so early in the 
morning that it took even the news- 
paper by surprise. 

Tuesday a swarm of people was on 
hand before Jeffries was up, but 
their enterprise got them nething, as 
he refused to work at all. — 

A few of the hopeful ones jour- 
neyed out to camp again this morn- 
ing, but there was signs of a work- 
out and not until Jeffries’ agree- 
ment to box for the Governor became 
known did any one feel assured that 
they would see the challenger in ac- 
tion before he stepped into the ring 
on July Fourth. 

Gevernor Having Goog Time, 

Gov. Dickerson was informed by Capt. 
Cox of the State Police of Jeffries’ 
decision. He greatly enjoyed his visit 
yesterday to Jack Johnson’s camp and 
had much to say today of the impres- 
sion of physical fitness made upon him 
by the present champion. He assured 
Capt. Cox that he would be at the 
Moana ringside today. 

“My visit to the training camp of 
Johnson yesterday was the first time 
that I had ever seen a big boxer in the 
course of preparation for a contest,”’ 
said Gov. Dickerson, “I was greatly 
interested in the exhibition. With my 
party I watched Johnson go through his 
paces, and I must say that the work of 
the negro was a revelation. 

I never knew that a man of John- 
son’s size could be so wonderfully clever 
in defending himself. My impression 
of the fighter is that he is the embodi- 
ment of strength, agility, aggressive- 
ness and, perhaps, most of all, good 
nature. He went at his work willingly 
and his sparring partners were as play- 
things in his hands.

“Not being a judge of the physical 


condition of athletes, I cannot give an 
expert opinion as to Johnson’s fitness 
for the meeting with Jeffries, but so 
far as my Opinion goes, it may be said 
that Johnson is an excellent specimen 
of physical manhood.

Trade Shows Inclination to 
Temporarily Ignore North- 
west Outlook. 


The selling in wheat today carried 
more weight than the buying and 
prices closed lower all along the line, 
despite the fact that the drouth con- 
dittons in the spring wheat territory 
reflected no improvement. 

Professional traders express the 
opinion that, all. things considered, 
the advance has gone far enough, and 
assert that pyrimiding and over-ex- 
tended bull accounts would show a 
decidedly weak technical position of 
the market, should general rains de- 
velop in the Northwest. , 

The trade has not forgotten the 
sensational reports of crop damage 
sent in from the winter wheat sec- 
tion in March and April by the same 
corps of experts now “killing” the 
spring wheat crop in the Northwest. 
The corpse of the “killers” of that 
period, has now been buried deep, 
under a record breaking yield of win: 
ter wheat in Texas and Oklahoma, 
and an indicated winter wheat yield 
of only about 20,000,000 bu less than 
last year, when the crop totaled 
446,366,000 bu. 

Kansas City receipts of new wheat 
are increasing and farmers are begin- 
ning to sell a little more freely, being 
influenced by the higher prices. -Kan- 
sas City was the weakest market at 
the opening. 

The weather forecast for North Da- 
kota says partly cloudy tonight and 
Thursday and cooler. For South Dako- 
ta the prediction was for generally fair 
weather tonight and Thursday; warm- 
er in east portion tonight; cooler Thurs- 
day. The Minnesota forecast tndicates 
generally fair weather tonight and 
Thursday; cooler tonight. 

Cables were disappointing, reflecting 
only #@ light demand at a lower level 
in the face of American and Canadian 
strength Tuesday. Cargo arrivals 
abroad continue liberal for which a 
quiet demand prevails. European crop 
reports for Russia and Argentine are 
satisfactory as regards weather. Liv- 
erpool reported a slightly better de- 
mand for cargoes off coast in the late 
market, but trade there influenced by 
the fear that the Canadian and Ameri- 
can markets have been over-bought. 

Liverpool spot wheat closed unchang- 
ed to 4d higher, July futures 4d lower 
and Sept. futures %d lower. 
wheat closed 1@1%c lower and flour 
%@-u%c lower. Antwerp wheat closed 
%c up, Berlin 1%c lower. Budapest, 
holiday. 

Minneapolis today received 172 cars 
of wheat, against 139 last week, 6 last 
year and 116 two years ago. Duluth 
received 36 cars against 62 last week, 14 
last year and 33 two years ago. Win- 
nepeg received 85 cars against 71 last 
week and 63 last year. 

Local receipts of wheat were 13,000 
bu, of which 10 cars local and 2 through; 
last year 2275 bu, of which 122 sacks, 1 
ear local and 1 through. 

The burlington crop report for week 
ending June % says: ‘Wheat contlition 
considered fair to good and progress 
has been general, though some sections 
show slow growth. Oats look fairly 
well, condition placed between 9 and 
100 per cent. Corn looks much better; 
condition $ to 00 per cent. Rain need- 
ed everywhere and results would be 
better the sooner it cdmes.”’ 

Reports of rain in Montana and sec- 
tions of the Dakotas, with a low ba- 
rometer in the Northwest, caused .addi- 
tional selling in wheat In the late mar- 
ket. The elimination of indemnity trad- 
ing has caused the more general use 
of stop loss orders and many of these 
were caught on the way down. The 
decline reached 2@8e in the active op- 
tions before a rally started. 

Chicago reported the first car of Kan- 
sas wheat in. It graded No. 2 hard. 

Cash wheat was 1@%c higher on the 
soft grades, with the demand good in a 
small way. Hard wheat steady at nom- 
1al prices; no sales. Cash corn steady 
but dull. Cash oats steady on white 
grades, but slow sale; mixed nominal 
at quotations; none offered. 

Clearances of wheat were 17,000 bu; of 
flour, 7000 barrels; wheat and flour equal 
49,000 bu. 

Corn was higher and oats relatively 
steady in the face of the weakuess in 
wheat. Reports on the growing crops 
were, on the whole, favorable, but some 
fear of the drouth extending to the 
corn belt makes the bears cautious. 

Cables on corn closed %4 lower. Of- 
ferings’of corn are light and the specu- 
lative demand good. 

Local receipts of corn were 44,000 bu, 
of which 2 cars local and 12 through;
